Statutes of 1874; and, as some changes were made 
in the revised section relating to legal tenders, 
the Revised Statutes must be considered the only 
act now in force, whence will arise the question 
whether an act passed in 1874. in time of profound 
peace, is not condemned upon the same reasoning 
by which the Court sustained the acts of 1862 and 
1863. 

The Boston Bulletin says : 

It is impossible to exaggerate the importance of 
the suit referred to by Mr. Arxrxsox. The issue 
it raises has the most vital practical bearings; and, 
when its relation to our currency system and to the 
business interests of the nation come to be ander- 
stood, the issue will become one of those great 
public anxieties too many of which are now rack- 
ing commercial confidence. For this reason, it is 
to be hoped that the case may not be needlessly 


prolonged by legal processes. It is to be presumed 
that the determination of the case will mainly de- 
pend upon the view to be taken by the Supreme 
Court as to the force and effect of the Revised Stat- 
utes.

Advantage was taken of the absenoe of Re- 
publican members from the House yesterday 
to consummate a steal of more than ordinary 
importance, by voting to pay the first dis- 
tinctively Southern claim that has ever been 
allowed by Congress. It was private-bill 
day, and scarcely more than a quorum were 
present; hence, a more auspteious time for 
the perpetration of the fraud could 
not have been selected. Thef bill, as 
passed by a bare majority, appropriates 
$40,000 for the reimbursement of 
Mrs. Cora Stocums, of New Orleans, 
whose property was seized during the occu- 
pation of that city by the Northern troops 
under Gen. Bam. The Southern Demo- 
crats were mightily rejoiced at the result of 
the vote, as they declare that the House has 
thus established the principle that all such 
claims must be recognized by the Govern- 
ment. It is said that this precedent covers 
additional claims to the aggregate amount 
of $5,000,000. 


SOME MASS-MEETINGS NEEDED. 
There is just one way at this time to en- 
courage the advocates of silver remonetiza- 
tion in Congress, and to counteract the de- 
pressing influence of the Presidential utter- 
ances on that subject, viz.: By holding 
mass-meetings in the principal cities and 
towns throughout the West and South which 
shall give a spontaneous and emphatic ex- 
pression to the popular sentiment. The 
mass-meeting is the most direct and forcible 
vehicle for organizing public opinion and 
making it respected by the public servants. 
It was the huge mass-meeting in favor of 
municipal reform which was held in the 
Exposition Bullding which sounded the 
death-knell of the Cory regime in this 
city. The numbers gathered there, and 
the unanimity of sentiment, overawed the 
bummers and gave them warning that it 
was time for them to stand back. As the 
Chicago City Government was revolutionized 
in this way, so the National Congress can be 
guided by a series of similar mass-meetings 
throughout the country demanding the re- 
monetization of silver a3 a simple act of 


justice and the only available means of com- 


mercial salvation. 

Chicago is the very city to inaugurate this 
system of mectiags. We understand that 
there has been more or less talk about it; 
what is needed now is prompt and decisive 
action. ‘There is no danger of a failure to 
respond on the part of the people. There 
has not been for many years any public 
question on which there was such boundless 
harmony of sentiment, without .iegard 
to party divisions, as there is to-day in 
this city in the demand for the restora- 
tion of silver to its rightful place in 
the American monetary system. Proper 
notice and an absolute departure from all 
party attachments or advantages will bring 
out as many sympathizers as can be crowded 
into any structure of the city. If the Ex- 
position Building were not occupied it could 
be filled to its utmost capacity. The Taber- 
nacle is the next largost available building, 
and the meeting should be called there. The 
business men and the working classes will 
slike flock there to share in the manifesta- 
tion of the most urgent demand that has 
beea made upon Congress since it was neces- 
sary to urge a vigorous prosecution of the 
War of the Rebellion. Then the occasion 
was the struggie for national life; now it is 
a struggle for commercial solvency. 

If Chicago set the example, cities like Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, Detroit, Cleveland, Mil- 
waukee, St. Paul, Memphis, Vicksburg, New 
Orleans will not be long in imitating it. 
Similar meetings will be held in the cities of 
second size and the chief towns. Ringing 
resolutions will be poured in upon Congress 
with the rush and impetuosity of a torrent, 
and the Representatives of the people gen- 
erally will begin to feel like the Chicago Con- 
gresaman who is accredited with the state- 
ment that he would be burned in effigy at 
home if he refused to vote for the Silver 
bill. Even the President will be made to 
comprehend how serious a matter it will be 
for him to veto the combined demands of 
the Representatives of the people in the 
National Legislature and of the people them- 


selves.

CARTER HARRISON’S INCOME TAX. 

The Communists of.this city, as well as 
those in other cities, have a plan of taxation 
which is peculiar to them. They call it 
progressive, and this because it increases in 
a compound ratio,—something between geo- 
metrical and arithmetical progression, ac- 
cording to the increase of earnings or sav- 
ings of the citizen. Mr. Canter H. Hannt-

$35,000 are to pay a tax of 3 per cent; from 


among those who earn less, or even nothing. 
Mr. Hazztson proposes, therefore, to confis- 
cate a portion of the earnings of the men 
who earn $2, $3, $4, and $5 a day to pay for 
the support by the State of those who earn 
nothinz. The paternal system of government 
which takes from those who earn to feed 
and clothe those who do not earn is founded 
on the identical principle embodied in Hun- 
nison’s Income-Tax bill. The bill is not one 
to tax incomes, because such a tax, if hon- 
estly levied and collected; would be 
uniform and just. —every man paying 8c 
cording to his receipts, no more and no less. 
This bill has for its purpose the pursuit and 
punishment of industry, skill, perseverance, 
thrift, and intelhgence. The man who saves 
a portion of his earnings, allowing them to 
accumulate until they become a source of 
income equal to his labor, is, according to 
the principle of Hazarson’s bill, an enemy 
of society,—one who is possessing himself 
of the heritage of mankind ; who is drawing 
a double share of the life-blood of labor, 
and piling up wealth with which he and his 
descendants shall enslave the sons of toil. 
The processes of the tax are characteristic. 
The annual tax on $2,000 is $20; on $4,000, 
the tax is $50; on $25,000, the tax is $750; 
on $40,000, the tax is $1,600; and on $50,- 
000, $2,500. Thisis nota tax on incomes, 
but a tax on individuals, because the 
incomes are not to be taxed accord- 
ing to their proportion; all principles 
of uniformity of rate are distegarded, and 
the progressive policy of forcibly despoiling 
those who have property and income to sup- 
port those who have no property and have 
no income is adopted. Mr. Harrison, we 
believe, may claim the distinction of being 
the first member of Congress who has com- 
mitted himself to the Communistic doctrine 
that wealth isa public evil, to be abated by 
prompt confiscation, and a distribution of it 
among those who have no wealth and do not 
labor to acquire it. 

The income tax was in force in this coun- 
try several years. It was found to be very 
unjust, because of the impossibility of enforo- 
ing it. One-half of those who were subject 
to the tax escaped taxation. The tax was 
inquisitorial, vexatious, and led to perjury 
and fraud. The honest few of moderate in- 
comes were the victims, while the multitude 
eacaped. We do not understand that the 
country desires the revival of any of the War 
taxes ; on the contrary, the demand is uni- 
versal for a reduction of all taxes and u re- 
duction in all expenditures. Mr. Harrison’s 
tax is not only untimely, but unjust and un- 
fair in its application. 


HELL AND THE CONGREGATIONALISTS. 

The Calvinistic canon of everlasting per- 
dition is seriously agitating the Congregation- 
al laity and clergy in Western Massachu- 
setts. It arose ont of the refusal of the 
First Church in Springfield to install the 
Rev. Mr. Merriam because he is not sound 
on the question of Hell. The refusal was 
considered in the recent Council at Indian 
Orchard, and, in order to ascertain the status 
of the clergy. circulars were sent to ninety-six 
Congregational pastors in the four. western 
counties, very much in the style that the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture occasionally sends 
his circulars to the farmers asking their 
opinions of potato-bugs and grasshoppers. 
The circular from the Council asked the 
question plumply: “Do you teach that 
endless, conscious suffering awaits the im- 
penitent?” Out of the ninety-six pastors 
addressed only forty-seven replied, and of 
these but forty-one made a categorical an- 
swer accepting Hell without quibble or 
evasion. The poll, in fact, stood as follows:

Eleven of those who answered did not 
wish to have their names appended to their 
views, for fear it might bring pain to their 
families, or because they do not make hob- 
bies of their beliefs. Some of those who 
preach the doctrine, however, do so with 
some reservations.

An- 
other does not try to paint what the end- 
less misery may be, but leaves it“ where the 
Bible does.” Another says: Means of al- 
leviation may be in the life to come greater 
or less than they are here.” Another says: 
1 judge that suffering awaits the impeni- 
tent so long as they remain impenitent.” 
Another charitable brother says: ‘‘ I do not 
believe that all those who differ from me will 
certainly go to Hell.”

I think the Bible is against any hope of 
recovery, and that it teaches that the im- 
penitent man enters into a future of con- 
„ suffering, which I hope may some time 
srmi by suspension of consciousness, 
if not by utter destruction, and Iam inclined 
to think that without violencethe Scriptures 
may be explained consistently with that 
hope.” Another expresses the sad conviction : 
Some men know just who will be saved 
and who will be damned, but it troubles me 
to tell.” Still another answers, to hit if it is 
a deer, and miss it is a calf: “I believe 
in the everlasting punishmentof the wicked ; 
I do not understand by this the endless in- 
fliction of penal suffering”; and again he 
says: ‘I hold that every man’s future is 
the proper, inevitable sequence of his pres- 
ent, and should hesitate to ordain as a Con- 
gregational minister, though L might give 
him fullest recognition as istian broth- 
er,—a@ man who wasn’t sure but he might 
teach the annihilation of the wicked.”

. THE KEY TO THE UNIVERSE. 

arious speculations have been made by 
scientific men with reference to the Great 
Pyramid of Gizeh; and their principal con- 
clusions have recently been collated and pub- 
lished in book-form by the Rev. Joszpm A. 
Sxrss, of Philadelphia. He does not claim a 
high degree of merit for his work; most of 
his facts and figures have been drawn from 
other authorities, and he has not verified 
them all by rigid processes. He is inclined 
also to give equal importance to the deduc- 
tions which rest upon unquestioned premises 
and to those which are merely entertaining 
because they confirm, or seem to confirm, 
the truth of revealed religion. But the co- 
incidences between the proportions of the 
pyramid and certain units of measurement 
in the natural world are so striking, and they 
have been so attested, that they are en- 
titled to the attention of enlightened people. 
The symbolism of the Great Pyramid must 
always remain more or less a subject of 
speculation ; it may, or may not, have fore- 
shadowed the history of the chesen people, 
the story of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and 
the advent of the Messiah upon the earth; 
may uave pointed backward to the flood, 
“ad forward to the millennium, for all we 
know to the contrary. These are secrets 
which the pyramid has entombed more com- 
pletely than the bones or the treasures of its 
founders. But the mathematical properties of 
the building, and their relation to solar and 
terrestrial distances, are more easily ascer- 
tained. When tried by the appliances of 


modern science and established by the most 


exact methods, they suggest a degree o1 
knowledge among pre-historic men which is 
humiliating to our pride and ought to be 
encouraging to our industry. 

The Great Pyramid is the only one that is 
supposed to possess peculiar scientific sig- 
nificance. It stands about ten miles west of 
Cairo, and at the centre of the arc described 
by the shove-line drawn about the mouths of 
the Nile. It is at once the oldest and the 
largest building in the world. Covering thir- 
teen acres of ground, or about four ordinary 
city blocks, towering 458 feet above the sur- 
rounding country, and containing gigantic 
blocks of stone, which no machinery known 
in our day could lift in position—it is, in its 
simple presence, eloquent testimony to 
the intelligence and industry of the 
race that constructed it. The more 
it is examined the grander and 
more mysterious it appears. The circle 
wuich is described with its perpendicular as 
a radius indicates the mathematical idea- of 
the building, the circumference being the 
length of the four sides of. the square base. 
The edifice thus accomplishes a practical 
squaring of the circle, according to Mr. 
Sziss. The quality of fiveness is strongly 
marked in the pramid. It has five sides and 
five corners. The first interior chamber is 
five times five layers of masonry from the 
base, and the second chamber five times five 
layers from the first. The measures of both 
chambers answer to a standard of five 
times five, or ten times five, inches. The 
granite coffer in the King’s chamber has five 
solid external sides, and is contained in 
the chamber just ten by five times. This 
intense fiveness is preserved even in the 
word pyramid, which is derived from the 
Coptic pyr, meaning division,“ and met, 
„ten.“ Nine is another number character- 
istic of the pyramid. At high noon the sun 
shines on all five of its corners and four of 
its sides, counting nine of its essential parts. 
Its practical shaping is nine to ten. For 
every ten feet that its corners retreat diag- 
onally inwards in the process of building 
they rise upward or sunward nine feet. 

These may be called coincidences rather 
curious than valuable; but the same cannot 
be said of the relation which the height of 
the pyramid bears to a most im- 
portant astronomical measurement. Thir- 
ty feet of the original building has 
been destroyed. Supposing this to be restored, 
its height would be 488 feet. This number 
multiplied by ten to the ninth power gives 
the mean distance of the sun from the earth, 
that is 1,000,000,000 times the pyramid’s 
height, or 91,840,000 miles. The sun-dis- 
tance used to be put down at 96,000,000 
miles. Later observations reduced the limit 
of uncertainty to between 91,000,000 and 
93,000,000, and the transit of Venus in 1874 
confirmed the lower figures, making the limit 
between 91,000,000 and 92,500,000. The 
mean of the estimates is very near 
the approximation arrived at by the 
muitiplication of the perpendicular 
of the pyramid. Still more wonderful 
is the proportion sustained between 
the base-line and the semi-diameter of 
the earth. The French derive their unit of 
measure, the metre, from the.quadrant of 
the earth’s circumference, supposing this to 
be divided into ten million parts, one of 
which would be the length of the metre. 
But, in consequence of the impossibility of 
reducing a curved line to a straight one, and 
some errors of calculation, they did not 
reach an exact result. The better measure 
would have been a semi-diameter of the 
earth, which can be ascertained more easily 
because it is a straight line. It bas been 
found that the ten-millionth part of this 
semi-diameter is 25.025 inches, which is exact- 
ly the old sacred cubit. The length of either 
of the Great Pyramid’s four sides is a frac- 
tion over 761} feet, or nearly one-seventh of 
a mile. In this distance the sacred cubit is 
contained 365} times—just as many times as 
there are days in the year. The intention 
evidently was to epitomize at once the 
earth's diurnal and yearly motion and the 
length of its axis as a shorter expression of 
the other two forms. In this connection Mr. 
Suiss remarks that, as the existence of an 
axis of rotation makes the days, the grand 
standard of length founded on that axis 
them.” The inch also, which is the twenty- 
fifth part of the standard cubit, is contained 
in the perimeter of the pyramid one hundred 
times for every day in the year, There are 
other relations of linear measure, not leas 
interesting, which are too intricate to be 
described in this place. The pyramid is also 
@ measure of capacity. As nearly as can be 


land and sea. The capacity of the coffer in 


the King’s chamber of the pyramid is an ex- 
act divisor of the whole capacity of the build- 
ing; and it contains 12,500 cubic inches of 
water at 68 degrees Fahrenheit, which is the 
equivalent of 2,500 pounds pyramid, one of 
which is not very different from our pound 
avoirdupois. The interior chamber of the pyra- 
myd always has an even temperature, which, 
Mr. Sus has discovered, is the mean of 


the earth’s temperature. He infers, in | 


Pyramid proves itself abundantly competent 
to determine on a natural and most scientific 
basis all measures of length, weight, capaci- 
ty, and heat 

While we may not be prepared to go with 
him quite to this length, we may safely say 
that he has written of wonderful things, and 
deserves as much praise for his patience as 
for his credulity. Nor should his large 
faith and his still larger pretensions 
entirely destroy the confidence of all 
readers in his narrative. He has mingled 
the true with the false and the unknown in 
inextricable confusion; but, as it would not 
be safe to accept his conclusions in mass, 
neither would it be wise to reject them in 
the same manner. It is not Mr. Sxiss, but 
Prof. Surrn, Astronomer-Royal for Scotland, 
who is responsible for most that has been 
written on this subject. It is, indeed, in their 
astronomical significance that the pyramidal 
relations are most important. Sir Joan 
Herscurt showed unmistakably, in 1839, 
that the mouth of the entrance tube 
pointed, in the year 2170 before 
nnter, to Alpha Draconis, the then pole- 
star. Owing to the precession of the 
equinoxes, it no longer points in that direc- 
tion; but 25,000 years from that time the 
unusual mark in the heavens which was then 
recorded will occur again. This astronomical 
phenomenon has been accepted as meant to 
be the sign of the date of the building of 
the pyramid, which is thus fixed as 4,047 
years ago. It has been found also that, at 
the time of the building of the pyramid, its 
summit corner looked towards Alcyone in 
the Pleiades, which is believed to be the 
point towards which the whole solar system 
is moving, and possibly the centre 
of the universe. In view of these facts, 
which the mogt learned astronomers ve 
rot disputed, who shall say that there 
were not astronomers before history began; 
or that profounder secrets than any the world 
now knows were not revealed to the race in 
its infancy, and lost again through the sloth 
and crruption of suoceeding ages? 

THE FIRE FIENDS. 

There are some people in the City cf Chi- 
cago who seem determined to burn it down 
again; at all events, these people are always 
ready to incur the risk and increase the 
danger, for selfish and unworthy motives of 
their own. Ald. CULLAnrox has taken upon 
himself the unenviable task of representing 
this class of people in the Common Council, 
and a few other Aldermen, with the purpose 
of pandering to certain elements which they 
think may bo useful to them politically, seem 
disposed to assist him. The following is the 
copy of a new fire ordinance recently intro- 
duced into the Council by Cunizrron, and 
discussed before the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys: 

Section 1. That Section 1 of an ordinance 
amendatory of Chap. 11 of the Revised Ordinances, 
passed July 20, 1874, entitled Fin Devart- 
ment, and repealing an ordinance passed Nov. 
24. 1873, amending Sec. 5 of said chapter, be,

Sec. 2. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and on publication. 

This is a proposition, in effect, to throw 
open the entire southwestern district of the 
city to the licensed erection of shanties, cot- 
tages, and wooden tenements without limit. 
It is a district which, in view of the large 
number of frame buildings it now contains 
and by reason of the prevailing southwest 
winds, is already a constant menace to the 
most valuable residence and business por- 
tions of the city. The proposition to multi- 
ply the number of wooden structures is sim- 
ply a proposition to multiply the existing 
danger, and to carry it out will be to entail 
immediate damage pending the calamity 
that is threatened. It has created wide- 
spread astonishment that a man like ALBERT 
Onaxx, reputed to be very wealthy, should 
appear before the Committee to advocate 
this scheme, which threatens his own prop- 
erty and that of his neighbors, simply to 
seek an advantage for certain real estate 
which he happens to own in the district 
which it is proposed to except from the re- 
strictions of the fire ordinance. It is a con- 
spicuous instance of the selfishness and short- 
sightedness which greed develops. 

The moral effect of announcing to the 
world that Chicago has again resolved to 
tolerate the erection of fire-traps without 
number will of itself cost this city millions 
of dollars a year in increased insurance rates, 
withdrawal of the best companies, and loss 
of general business. The district which it is 
proposed to except from the operation of the 
fire ordinance is large enough to create 
alarm of itself; but the licénse will not stop 
here. Other districts will claim the same 
exemption, and get it, too. It will not be 
fair to permit the erection of wooden build- 
ings in the southwestern portion of the city, 
and refuse the same privilege to the south- 
ern, the western, the northwestern, and the 
northern districts. The result will be that 
it will be impossible to enforce the fire ordi- 
nance in any portion of the city, except, 
perhaps, the business district which consti- 
tuted the old fire limit before the disastrous 
conflagration of 1871. The step cence taken 
in this direction, the safe insurance com- 
panies, and especially the English companies, 
will probably withdraw altogether from Chi- 
cago business, and those that remain will in- 
crease their rates enormously. It is not im- 
probable that the adoption of the ordinance 
proposed would take $1,000,000 out of the 
pockets of Chicago business men and house- 
holders for increased insurance rates, and it 
might lead to a concerted movement among 
the substantial companies to abolish their 
Chicago agencies. This was threatened, it 
will be remembered, after the July fire of 
1874, and it was only the passage of the law 
making the fire limits co-extensive with the 
city limits that prevented it. The withdraw- 
al of insurance would be a death-blow to the 
business of the city; commercial houses 
would simply close their doors and seek lo- 
cation elsewhere. Even a material increase 
of rates would be a frightful burden on busi- 
ness and impede its growth.

not a single ward in Chicago where the ma- 
jority of the residents are not opposed, by 
interest and inclination, toa revival of the 
old fire-trap privileges. 

The Committee which have had the pro- 
posed ordinance under consideration have 
resolved to report it back to the Council 
without recommendation. It will come be- 
fore the Council without any other prestige 
than that which a few demagogues may give 
it individually. All the property and busi- 
ness interests of Chicago, large and small, 
are uncompromisingly opposed to it, so that 
there should not only bea majority against 
it, but it should be voted down so promptly 
and overwhelmingly that the proposition 
will never again be revived, and certainly 
not while brick houses can be built almost as 
cheaply as frame houses.

Another book, which was 
originally written for a well-known ladies’ mag- 
azine, has, now that her reputation is estab- 
lished. been issued in cheap form by the 
publishers of the magazine. As if this 
were not enough, Mrs. Bumnetr has 
recently come into collision with the gentleman 
who dramatized ber most important story for 
the London stage. The play of Liz” was the 
greatest artistic success of the summer in Lon- 
don, aud Mr. Josara HArrox, who fixed it up for 
theatrical representation, entered into negotia- 
tions with Mrs. BurNztr to have it produced at 
the Fifth Avenue Theatre, in New York, with 
Fanny Davenport in the leading part. Miss 
Davenport herself, when in England last 
summer, agreed to bring it out. But later, for 
some unknown reason, Mrs. BURNETT broke off 
the partial arrangement, preferring to make 
her own adaptation of the novel. The conse- 
quence is that the piece has not been produced, 
nor is there any probability of its ever coming 
out under such favorable auspices as were 
offered. 


We hear a great deal about the necessity of 
placating Mr. Conxkiuve and allowing him to 
dictate the policy of the Republican party in 
order to help the party in New York.

Some facts bearing upon 
the question are indisputable. 

_ First—Previous to the demonetizing act in 
1873 the coin dollar of the United States was 
either silver of the weight of 41236 graius, nine- 
tenths pure silver, or gold of the weight of 25 8-10 
grains, nine-tenths pure gold; and both were 
equally legal- tender in payment of debts, public 
and private, to any amount. 

Second—No act of Congress was ever passed 
authorizing the issue of bunds payable in gold 
8 1 exclusion’ of silver; but all issues of 

were expressly made able in coi 
2 including both goid . gee ls oe § 
the act of March, 1865, which authorized the 
issue of bonds to the amount of $600,000,000 
payable in coin or other lawful money, which 
was understood to include greenbacks. 

Third—To prevent all possible misapprehen- 
sion on the part of the public creditors, the act 
of July, 1870, requires that all bonds thereafter 
issued should contain the recital, ‘‘ Redeemable 
at the pleasure of the United States after the 


Ist day of September, A. D. 1891, in coin of the 


standard value of the United States on said 
July 14, 1870,” ete. It. therefore, any holder of 
these bonds has ever entertained the idea that 
— were to be paid in gold only, it was his own 
faultor folly, since it was only necessary for 
him to read the printed contract evidencing his 
claum in oeder to be undecetved. 

Fourth — The act deinonetizing the silver dol- 
lar was passed by a trick, a species of legisia- 
tive legerdemain, arttully concealed in a bill 
conveying no idea of any such purpose. Nine- 
tenths of both Houses, as well as the President 
who signed the bill, were ignorant that it 
contained any such clause; and nearly 
two years had elapsed before the nation became 
aware that the silver coinage of the country bad 
been placed under legislative ban. 

It is related of Caligula, a Roman Emperor of 
infamous memory, that he cause the laws pro- 
mulgated by him to be written in small charac- 
ters, and posted on high columus where ther 
could not be read, in order to entrap the peuple 
into violations of his statutes, and thereby sub- 
ject them to unjust punishments. In this man- 
ner fraud, under the guise of law, was made to 
subserve the wicked purposes of this detestable 


tyrant. What language is sufficiently severe to 
express the popular loathing and detestation 
for those creatures who stealthily crawled 


into our legislative halls, and, in the name and 
under the forms of law, perpetrated this fraud 
and outrage upon the rights of the people! 
And what respect can any honest. and intelli- 
gent man entertain tor those who insist that 
the gruvest and most important interests_of the 
people are foreclosed by legislation procured in 
such a manner! 

Says the President in his message: All the 
bonds that have been issued since Feb. 12, 1873, 
when gold became the only unlimited leva!-tena- 
der metallic currency of the country, are justly 
payable in gold coin or in coin of equal value.“ 
And yet these bonds, by their 
— * terms, are payable not iu 

old, but iu coin of the standard value of the 

Jnited States ou said July 14, 170.“ Does he 
tell us why these bonds are justly payable in 
gold! He makes an attempt in this fashion: 
“The bonds issued prior to 1873 were issucd at 
atime when the goid dollar was the only coin 
in. circulation or contemplated by either the 
Government or the holders of the bonds as the 
coin in which they were to be paid.“ How does 
he know that! Certainly not from the lan- 
guage of the bond. The language is, im coin 
of the standard value,“ etc., not in gold coin. 
If the understanding of the contracting parties 
had been as claimed by the President, how casy 
it would have been to give it expression by in- 
serting the little word gold. He adds: It is 
far better tu pay the bonds in that coin 
than to seem to take advantage of the unfore- 
seen fall of silver bullion to pay in a new issuc 
of silver coin that is made so much less valua- 
ble.“ In other words, all contingent losses re- 
sulting from fluctuations in value of the world’s 
circulating medium must be borne by the debt- 
or; and although the Government has the right 
by the express terms of the contract, expressed 
on its face, to pay its creditors in the cheaper 
form of money, it must, in deference to the 
wishes of those creditors and to continue the 
era of good feeling, waive that right and pay 
in the dearer form. Was ever a Government so 
generous with its creditors before? Methinks 
the heavily-taxed people who supply the money 
to pay with have some rights in the premises. 

By the terms of the contract the Government 
has the right to pay either in silver dollars of 
4124¢ grains, nive-tenths fine, or in gold dollars 
of 25 5-10 grains. of the same fineness; and pre- 
vious to the demonetizing acta private debtor 
had the same right. And now, Mr. Editor, per- 
mit me to present the same argument in the 
form of an illustration, which, if not altogether 
new, has never been answered, and which I now 
challenge any one to answer: 

Suppose you enter into a written contract to 
pay in five years from this date $1,000 in either 
or both of these two kinds of grain,—namely, 
wheat at $1 pec bushel, and corn at 50 cents 
per bushel. By the terms of the contract 
you may pay any part of the debt in 
either of these grains at the value thus fixed, 
and upon the terms that two bushels of corn 
shall accepted as the equivalent of one 
bushel of wheat. But before the day of pay- 
ment 1 succeed by some hocus-pocus trick 
procuring the passage of an act by the Legisla- 
ture requiring that all debts theretofore in- 
curred, and by the terms of the contract pay- 
able in wheat or corn, at the option of the 
debtor, shall be payable in wheat only; and I 
do this because wheat as compared with corn 
has become relatively of greater value than it 
was when the contract was made. Now, what 
would any honest man think of such an 
interference with the rights of the debtor 
as this? Yet, can any one show us 
the difference in principle between such a piece 
of legislation as 1 have supposed and the 
statute demonetizing silver? 

Looking at this question as affecting only the 
interests of the Government and its creditors, 
it is the most remarkable ſustance of statecraft 
ou record. The stupidity of the measure is 
amazing. 
country is the greatest silver-producing coun- 
try in the world. The case therefore stands 
very much as if a farmer having such a contract 
as supposed, to pay in wheat or corp at his 
option, and having a good crop of corn growing, 
but no wheat, should, upon the demand of 
his arrogant creditor, waive bis option to pay 
in corn and agree to pay in wheat, 
notwithstandivg a short crop of the latter grain 
and a corner on the market besides! And this 
in order to perpetuate the era of good — 
and keep his creditor in a friendly state of mind 
What a wretched, paltry motive for legislative 
ac on is this, to be presented in a grave State 
paper for the consideration of Congress! If 
this Government cannot maintain its credit in 
the loan markets of the worid upon the basis 
of a just performance of its contracts according 
to their clearly expressed terms, it is about 
time for it to go into liquidation and pass over 
ite assets into the hands of a Receiver. 

If this were simply a question as to the best 
method of paying the national debt, the 
course proposed would still be worse than a 
bluader. Wise statesmanship requires that all 
measures having that result in view should aim 
at its oe by restoring general 
prosperity. e money to pay the debt must 
de earned by the toil and sweat of industry. 
Burdens are light or heavy according to the 
ability to bear them. A prosperous people will 
endure heavy taxation without murmuring, 
while even light taxes are intolerable toa peo- 
ple whose industries are ruined and who have 
been compelled to eat up their substance by 
years of financial depression and disaster. The 
first consideration of a wise statesman, there- 
fore, would be the restoration of general 
prosperity us the natural and obvious way 
to discharge the public dept. But no 
consideration of this sort seems to have 
moved the mind of the President. As you have 
aptly expre the idea, he seems to regard 
the Government as a collecting agency, bound 
enforce collections to the 1 of 
the creditor, and in total disregard of the inter- 
ests and rights of the debtor. With all sorts 
of values depressed to the lowest notch, with 
our industrial enterprises prostrate, and general 
bankruptcy staring us in the face, the bond- 
holders think it a good time to foreclose, which, 
with the aid of the President, they propose to 
do in 1879 by forcing specie payments on a gold 


basis. 

That the Gemmoustiatog ac? was passed at the 
instance of the bondholders, without the knowl- 
edge of the people and in fraud of their 
rights, is perfectly obvious. Indeed, the 
movers of the scheme scarcely take the trouble 
to disclaim their agency; and surely no one ever 
suspected the debtor class with having procured 
this piece of legislation. 

And now the bondholders, counting upon the

witheut reason, are about to gather the 
traits of their fraud. They have the ear of the 
Executive and are alertand active.

Heretofore, unless a player could show 
what was termed an honorable release, he was 
debarred from playing with or against any League 
club, unlees, upon appeal, such disability should be 
removed by the League Board, and such appeal 
could not be heard until after the close of the play- 
ing season.

ILLINOIS STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Spécial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
GaLesBura, III., Dec. 8.—The Illinois State 
Board of Health adjourned at 12m. to-day, to 
meet at Champaign on the 20th inst., for the 
examination of practicing physicians that come 
under the provisions of the Medical Practice 
act. Eighteen candidates presented themselves 
for examination.

and the salaries paid to actors. It 
ig one that is already receiving considerable at- 
tention from the Eastern press, and a very large 
class of people are interested in the discussion. 
There is said to be a movement on foot among 
the New York managers to cut down the sal- 
aries of the actors, and at the same time to 
jower the prices of admission to the theatres. 
The desire for some such step arises from the 
unprecedentedly dull season, the heavy demands 
ofthe leading actors, and the enormous ex- 
pense attending the production of good plays. 
Very few managers are able to clear expenses in 
these days of financial depression, and they 
imagine that a concerted movement to reduce 
prices ail round would be the means of 
reawakening tne public from the apparent 
apathy existing in reference to theatrical enter- 
tainments. The experiment might be worth 
trying, to ascertain whether it would have the 
effect of increasing the class of theatre goers. 
As to the question of actors’ salaries, that is one 
that must be settled between the managers and 
theif employes. It will be found to regulate 
jwself by the law of supply and demand. The 
yalue of an actor is just what be will draw, and 
it is for the manager to ascertain that. The star 
system has to a great extent obliterated the old 
way of remunerating talent. As soon as an 
actor becomes popular, whether on account of 
artistic merit, or, as is quite too generally the 
case, by reason of mere physical attractiveness, 
or through some fortunate hit made in a new 
piece, he becomes a star. He is regarded 
ss the source of attraction, and com- 
mands increased pay. Pat Rooney is m- 
‘rior, as regards skilled merit, to the 
most’ commonplace walking gentleman, 
yet for a time Pat Rooney is worth $250 a 
88 your walking gentleman gets $30. | 
This looks at first sieht like an injustice, but in 
reality there is po injustice about it. So lo 
as people will pay to see Pat Rooney, and wi 
not pay to see or Barrett, just so long is 
Pat worth a higher price than or Barrett. 
It is not a question of merit, it is simply an 
Mustration of the old trade axiom that a thing 
is worth what it will bring. 

This unequal distribution of wages is an in- 
evitabie result of the starring system. which 
from:an esthetic point of view is to be deplored, 
dut winch, trom a commercial point of view, 
must be accepted asa necessity. It will regu- 
late itself in due time. Already we begin to 
see a reaction taking vlace. The market is 
glutted with stars of all degrees and kinds.

MUSIC. 

THE MUSICAL EVENTS OF THE WEEK 
which has just closed are summed up in two 
concerts by our home sodieties, the Beethoven 
and the Apollo, the former giving: us a repeti- 
tion of the “ Manzoni Reqgjem,” and the latter 
a miscellaneous concert, assisted by Teresa Car- 
reno, the pianist, who is no stranger to the 
Chicago stage, and Miss Ita Welsh, of Boston, 
who made her first appearance here. Of the 
Beethoven Society’s copcert we need say 
no more than that its second performance of 
“the Requiem was in every way creditable, 
both to chorus and orchestra, and to express a 
regret that the audiences could not have been 
reversed so that the comparatively small audi- 
ence at the second performance might have heard 
the first, end the very large audience at the first 
heard the second. The second was in every re- 
spect so far superior to the first that it deserved 
to be beard by acrowded house. The Apollo 
Club does not seem to manifest any signs of 
falling off in popularity or in the excellence of 
its work. In the former respect it was fully up 
to the remarkable successes of last year, and in 
the latter it manifests superiority, bavimg 
taken a long step forward by strengthening and 
developing the tenors, thus showing the cor- 
rectness of Mr. Tomlins’ general scheme of 
work, which hagbeen devoted rather to abso- 
lute musical teaching with regard to reading 
and general voice-culture, rather than to mere 
concertizing. Considering the one great ob- 
stacle that must always standin the way of 
mrennerchor singing, namely, the limited rep- 
ertoire from which the club can draw, it is cer- 
tainly remarkable, not only the results which 
are accomplished but the manner in which this 
organization still keeps its hold upon popular 
favor.

In the election of 1875, the priesta, urged on 
by the Bishops, exercised to the fuljest their 
spiritual despotism over the voters. The Bish- 
op of Rimouski, who, so short a time before as 
1867, forbade the priests to interfere in the elec- 
tions, went to the opposite extreme. In 1875, 
he issued a pastoral clai the right of priests 
to control elections by spiritual cens d 
denying the right of the civil authority 
any limits to the ecclesiastical pov 
warned the faithful not to vote for any 


and closed with an assertion of Divine power 
worthy of the Pope himself: I am judge and 
doctor, divinely appointed.” A joint letter of 
the eight Bishops was sent out instructing priests 
to declare with authority that to vote ina particu- 
lar way is a sin, bringing down upon the culprit 
the censures of the Church. This joint letter 
was thrice approved at Rome, first by Dr. de 
Angelis, Doctor of Canon Law, next by nal 
Franchi, Prefet of the Congregation of the Prop- 
aganda, land finally by the Pope himself. A 
letter from the Archbishop, seemingly in con- 
flict with it, was explained away, and 4 remon- 
strance sentto Rome proved to be ineffectual. 
The priests accordingly went actively to work. 
One of them told his hearers that to vote for a 
Liberal was to disobey the Pope; another that 
to vote for a Liberal was to set out on the road 
to hell; and another that to give such a vote was 
a mortal sin. The effect of this spiritual 
despotism was to persuade the people that who- 
ever voted contrary to the priest’s dictation was 
sure of the penalties of hell. | 

A case in which the Catholic candidate had 
been elected by this method of intimidation was 
taken into the courts. Judge Routhier, before 
whom the matter came, took the und that, 
as voting isa moral act, the conduct! of the 
voter comes under the eanon law of Rom 
and the priests, therefore, had only fulfill 
their pastoral duties as the ians of moral- 
ity, and had not encroac ou the rights of the 
State. He decided that there was no updue in- 
fluence, but that cases complained of should de 
referred to the Bishop, by making that 
functionary Judge in nis own case. This very 
remarkable decision was reversed by the Su- 
preme Court. The Court declared that undue 
spiritual influence is prohibited by statute; held 
that the priest had no right 0 ten to in- 
flict any damage, temporal or spiritual, with 
the view of compelling an elector to vote one 
way or the other; and on the ground that a 
general system of intimidation had been prac- 
ticed, declared the election void. Similar 
udgment was rendered in another case 
n which it a red that priest had 
declared that “any elector vo for the 
Liberal candidate would be eternally lost and 
his body be refused burial in consecrated 
ground.“ There is no appeal from these decis- 
ions, and so long as the Supreme Court is 
rightly coustitu the civil rights of the 
electors will be sure of protection in the tri- 
bunal of last resort. The Ultramontanes, how- 
ever. do not admit the authority of any civil 
qpurt whatever, and the Bishop of Rimouski in 
a mandement issued this vear insists that the 
oath of office is not binding on the consciences 
of Catholic Judges. Justice Tachereay, of the 
Supreme Court, admits that this mandement 
places himself and such of his colleagues who 
are Catholics in a position of difficulty. All of 
which facts lead to the conclusion which Mr. 
Lindsey arrives at, that the zealot who, during 
a summer excursion of 1877, on a Canadian 
river steamboat, pulled down the national flag 
and ran up the flag of the Pontifical Zouaves in 
its place only acted out the theory which the 
n assert everywhere on all oc- 
casions. 


MOODY’S SALARY. 
WHAT A POPULAR EVANGELIST COSTS. 

There has been contradictory statements pub- 
lished as to what Mr. Moody and his fellow- 
workers receive. Perhaps this, from the Spring- 
field Union, will be taken as authoritative: 

The gentlemen who are in charge of the 
financial arrangements for the Moody and 
Sankey meetings, to be held in this city in 
February, have all along been given to under- 


stand that there was to be no money raised here 
for the payment of Mr. Moody and his fellow- 
workers. Mr. Moody himself made that state- 
ment distinctly when he met the ministers and 
the church delegates some time ago to arrange 
about coming here, and in reply to a question 
as to how those expenses were to be met, in- 
timated that that was his business, and bis, 
alone. The ministers, therefore, instructed the 
Finance Committee to provide for the hall, 
printing, chorister, etc., and gave a gen- 
eral estimate of $1,000 as the probable 
expenses of the meetings. When Mr. 
Thomas K. Cree, Mr. Moody's sec- 
retary, was here last Monday, the question 
was asked him whether the Firance Committee 
was responsible for the compensation of Mr. 
Moody aud his, workers, and he professed not 
to know, although he intimated that the Com- 
mittee would be expected to provide good, 
comfortabie entertainment for Mr. Moody and 
his family and whoever else should come here. 
To the question whether the published state- 
ment that Moody and Sankey had been paid 
$500 for their labors in Vermont was true or 
not, he replied that it was not, and that he 
knew nothing at all about Mr. Moody’s financial 
arrangements. It seems, however from the 
Rutland Herald, that Mr. Cree knew more at 
Rutland a few weeks * than he knew in 
Springfield last Monday. He told the Rutland 
people before the meetings began there, accord- 
ing to the Herald, that there was vo truth in 
the report which nad been circulated that cer- 
tain benevolent rich men in Chicago, Boston, or 
Philadelphia had placed ample means for their

Those who seek to give a political sienificance 
to the Old Catholic mpvement are greatly of- 
fended at a speech made by Prof. Huber, of 
Munich, at the late Old Catholic Congress. He 
said the Old Catholic movement was in no sense 
a’ political agitation, and theretore was no in- 
tegral part of the Liberal body; thatit was in 
all its efforts a religious movement, and as such 
could have no sympathy with the fashionable 
negation of r-ligion, which too often obtained 
under the title of Liberalism.

NEW YORK. 
THE COIFFURE. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New Tonk, Dec. 6.—The latitude which is 
allowed in all departments of fashion now- 
— * exists to the highest degree in the 
coiſture domain. Take a promenade of half an 
hour on some fashionable thoroughfare and 
notice the arrangement of each passer-by’s 
hair, and in all probability you will not see 
three alike. A few evenings ago, being present 
in a room containing more than thirty ladies, I 
carefully noted each colffure, and among all 
found but four similar ones. And yet each was 
stylish and elegant in itself. In no detail of 
dress should one’s features and stature be more 
considered and consulted than in the arrange- 
ment of one’s hair. Blondes are generally re- 
alizing that an elegant disorder is rather be- 
coming; while brunettes are aware that smooth, 
severe, and classic styles best befitthem. as I 
have said, one’s individual taste and style 
should be the guide, but there are many prett y 
and received models which may be copied to ad- 
vantage. Finger-puffs are now somuch admired 
and worn that it is but just to assume that they 
are all the rage.“ There are so many ways of 
arranging them, they are so light and comfort- 
able, and, above all, are so generally becoming, 
that one does not wonder they should be in 
such demand. A very pretty disposition of 
them shows three large, handsome puffs placed 
high upon the head, while from them extends a 
broad braid which terminates at the nape of the 
neck. The hair in front is arranged in large, 
loose waves, and, after being tightly drawn 
back, is fastened under the braid. Another ar- 
rangement, shows four puffs placed well upon 
the head and to the left of the centre. On the 
right, covering an equal space, is a braid loosely 
made. These terminate, both puffs and braid, 
half-way down the back of the head, where a 
slide-clasp or bow may be effectively added. 
Some Jadies arrange their coiffure by se- 
curing all the hair at the back of the 
nech, and disposing it in a large 
broad braid. This is then drawn over the head 
in such a manner as to cover the line of - 
ing and reaches to within an inch or two of the 
forehead. Here the front hair is crimped in 
loose waves, or is arrayed in many short curls, 
On either side of the braid, following the same 
direction and meeting it diagonally, is a row of 
small finger-puils. The effect is very pleasing, 
and has an additional charm of being some- 
thing quite new. Another stylish arrangement, 
and one that is to be admired for its simplicity 
as wellas its appearance, has the hair at the 
back arranged in two French twists turning 
toward each other, and pressing close together. 
Ihe front hair, after being prettily waved, is 
carried lightly back, and fastened just above the 
twists. If desirable, the ends of the crimps 
may be arranged in a butterfly bow, or they 
may be concealed under a knot of ribbon or 
some kind of ornament. This is a very becom- 
ing > ig and adapted to more faces than is the 
French twist single. Elaborate coiffures have 
often an addition of a few short curls. The 
very long ones are not at all worn now, and the 
favorite length now varies from four to eight 
inches. Curls of the former length, now so 
much admired, cost about $1.25 a pair; the 
longer ones are proportionately dearer. Ladies 
who possess red, ash-colored, or the finer shades 
of blonde will find hair to match theirs er 
than are the ordinary shades. 

GRAY HAIR 

is the most expensive of all, a switch measur- 
ing not three-quariers of a yard costing. often 
$1.20. To meet the demand for gray ana 
silvery white hair, a substitute has been pro- 
vided, and so excellent is it that only an expert 
can detect the imitation. This happy invention 
is known as refined yak. It is quite as fine, 
soft, and flexible as real hair. A 
handsome switch of refined yak of 
equal length and appearance with the one 
mentioned above can be procured at 2 
one-half the former cost. Gray hair, unless 
Air changes so frequently that 
it would an immense expense to purchase 
new switches, puffs, etc., each time its shade 
varie. Purchasing refined yak obviates this 
necessity. Hair in all varieties can be had at rea- 
sonable prices, but ladies who buy to any great 
extent are evraptured at the multiform,” 
which one piece will do duty in a dozen ways.

TRAIN’S LONG FAST. 
New York Sun, Deo. 4. 
George Francis Train was found in bed at 


the Phenix House, Broadway and Twelftn 
street, close up under the roof, where the air 
is pure. He pays $2a week only, because he 
took the room last May, when the house was 
being refitted, and submitted to a good many 
consequent inconveniences. The waiter that 
conducted the visitor to the room looked 
bright. He carried in his hand a pitcher of 
water. It was the first drinking water that 
Mr. Train had ordered for six days. By the 
side of the single bed were an apple and 
a biscuit. During two hours of conver- 
sation Mr. Train used the apple once 
to illustrate the position of the world as he 
stood above it on a mountain; but Be did not 
touch the biscuit or take a sip of the water. 
Yesterday morning at 8 o’clock, he said, had 
completed a period of six days since he had 
taken food or drink. Dr. White had called on 
him and urged him to eat. Mr. Train’s family 
then went tohim aad urged him to eat some- 
thing. This was too much. He could not re- 
sist their appeal, or rather when it was made he 
felt no inclination to resist it. Psychology 
would explain that, too. So yesterday moru- 
ing his family had some oat meal and water pre- 
pared for him, and he ate about as much as he 
could have held in one hand. On his way to 
the house he had stopped at a pump, and was 
able to drink a little water. At noon he 
had eaten half a biscuit. That was all he had 
eaten in six and a half days. The biscuit on the 
table was far his supper, but he did not care to 
eat it. He had felt a slight desire for water, aud 
so he ordered some. It was bis usual bedtime. 
He usually remained in. bed fourteen hours. 
During the six days of fasting he lost about ten 
pounds in weight. His eyes, he said, had lost 
their peculiar lustre, and his knee-joints had 
become weak, but. after eating a handful of oat- 
meal, eves and knees alike had been restored to 
their normal state. It was not the nutriment 
contained im the oatmeal that caused this, but 
the mechanical action of the stomach, which 
had ceased for want of food, was again set go- 
ing. and so disease was averted. 

‘The time will come,” said Mr. Train, 
“when I shall be able to fast for thirty days. 
In the meantime I have proyed three things. 
The first is that all the stories of terrible ago- 
ny in starvation is a humb They are in- 
ventions of people who want to glorify them- 
selves because they have an opportunity. As 
a matter of fact, hard times are a blessing to 
the country because they cause very many 
persons to fast from sheer necessity. The sec- 
ond thing I have proved is that I, who am not 
a Christian, but who accidentally have all the 
virtues and moralities of a Christian, have 
really been able to do what the monks only 
pretended todo. I have really fasted, and 
have really felt my intelligence and power of 
— 10 increased. The third thing I have 
proved is that a person who has fasted six days 
has no ravenous appetite.”’ 

Mr. Train passed an hour yesterday in his ac- 
customed seat in Madison square. he keeper 
said that for two or three days he has ce to 
take his usual rapid walks about the square. 
When he went away yesterday he accompanied 
sume children down Twenty-third street towards 
Fourth avenue. Mr. Robinson of the Phonix 
house says he thinks Mr. Train had not eaten a 
morsel from last Tuesday until yesterday moru- 
ing. He had noticed that his clothes bad be- 
come very loose around the waist. He thought 
another man might Lave been put inside of 
them with Mr. Train. Mr. Train’s son called at 
the hotel several times yesterday to find him. 
Mr. Train’s usual fare for months past, he savs, 
has been: For breakfast, five penny rolls, five 
cents, and a cup ot coffee, five cents; for din- 
ner, 10 cents’ worth of potatoes and bread, and 
five cents’ worth of baked beans; for supper, a 
cup of coffee, five cents. The total cost per day 
was 30 cents. 


HOW TO TEMPER OUR CLIMATE. 

A writer in Atlantic Monthly fer December, in 
discussing the North American climate, refers 
to our national condition as compared with that 
of Europe, points out the cause, and suggests 
aremedy. The buried tropical forests on the 
shores of Greenland indicate that our land was 
not always as at present the battle ground of 
bitter cold and burning heat, but was once bath- 
ed in a mildly-heated atmosphere. The cause 
of this change must be sought, according to the 
methods of modern science, in the gradual ef- 
fects of some permanent force. Streams of heat 
pouring from the sun with nearly equal force in 
every direction, are unequaliy distributed over 
the spherical form of the earth; at the tropics 
where the direct rays of the sun are received, 
the expanse power of heat causes a system 
of movements which spread warmth wide-

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THE NEZ-PERCES. 
Galaxy for December. 

The Nez Perce comes into histery as the 
white man’s friend. In September, 1805, the 
Governmental Exploring Expedition of Capt. 
William Clarke, of the First Infantry, and Capt. 
Meriwether Lewis, private Secretary of Presi- 
dent Jefferson, crossing the Rocky Mountains, 
found the various bands of Nez Perces occupy- 
ing the plain west of the Bitter Root Mountains, 
and the valleys of the Salmon, Snake, and 
Clearwater Rivers, where they had been from 
their earliest tradition, and where they all con- 
tinned till this year of grace 1877. Tbe history 
of the expedition tells us that when the explor- 
ers, descending the last of the Rocky Mount- 
ains,’”’ reached a beautiful open plain, they came 
upon an indian village, “all of whose inhab- 
itants gathered round to view, with a mixture 
of fear and pleasure, these wonderful strang- 
ers. Immediately they brought a sumptu- 
ous treat; we urned the kindness of the 
people by afew smail presents.” Two miles 

istaut was another village, and here also the 
party was greeted with great kindness. The 
two villages,” continues the account, consist 
of about thirty double huts, and the inhabitants 
call themselves Chopunnish, or Piercea Nose.” 
Among these hospitable peoole the Govern- 
ment’s party spent upward of 3 days, 
leaving them then to push on to the Pacific. 
So much had they been impressed with the hon- 
esty of their new-found fri that they left 
their horses with th to be called for the fol- 
lowing spring. The soring of 1806 came around. 
and with it, in April, the explorers returned. 
Toward the ocean they had had hard experience 
with the Indians; but now, among the Wol- 
lawollahs, neighbors of the Nez Perces, 
they found a welcome y a 
ceptable after the cold, inhospitable treat- 
ment lately received.“ Passing on to 
the Chopununish village, one of the first In- 
dians they met gave Clarke a very elegant 
mare, for which he requested was a phial of 
eye-water;”’ another Indian brought two canis- 
ters of powder, buried by the party in the autumn, 
which his dog had uncovered—“ he had kept 
them safely, and bad honesty enough to return 
them ;”’ and then followed the recovery of the 
buried saddles and the horses left in Chopun- 
nish charge. When they asked a fat horse for 
a lean one, desiring to eat the former—for the 
Chopumsh lived almost wholly on roots—“ the 
hospitality of the chief was offended at the idea 
of an ex ge; we might bave as many horses 
as we wanted. Accordingly, thev soon gave us 
two fat young horses without asking anything 
in return—an act of liberal hospitality much 
greater than any we have witnessed since cross- 
ing the Rocky Mountains.”” Other presents of 
borses are recorded, both for food and riding. 
“Finding that these people are so kiud and lib- 
eral, we ordered our men to treat them with 


great respect.

I thought that 
I went to the mill and was talking with one of 
the girls, and while talking with her I was sud- 
denly unable to make any noise and did not 

again, but wasable to hear anything 
that was said.” Her friends laughed at 
her, and said she was foolish to let such a 
thing worry her, and endeavored to draw her 
mind from the subject, but in vain. She con- 
tinued to talk about the matter while in the 
house, and on arriving at the milishe told her 
associates about it, and they also endeavored to 
show her the folly of her fear, but to no pur- 
pose. About 1 o'clock on of her chums said 
to her: Agnes, are you going to the party to- 
morrow night?’
